DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

in the Abstract, the recitation beginning on line 9, "the abstract of the disclosure is 
submitted herewith as required by 37 C.F.R. . ." presumably should be deleted since it is 
extraneous. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 5 and 7 are objected to because of the following informalities: in each of claims 5 
and 7, section (b) referring to the at least one guide element is not clear and presumably each 
said at least one guide element is configured to be removably disposed in said at least one 
mounting portion of a corresponding handle portion of each said first handgrip and said second 
handgrip. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 4, 14 and 19 contain the trademark/trade name THERABAND. Where a 
trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular 
material or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
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paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is 
uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used properly to identify any particular 
material or product. A trademark or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the 
goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods 
associated with the trademark or trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade name is 
used to identify/describe the tubing material and, accordingly, the identification/description is 
indefinite. 

5. Claim 20 provides for the use of the exercise device according to claim 7, but, since the 
claim does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely 
recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, without 
setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a process, i.e., 
results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex 
parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. 
Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 



6. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 



Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 
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A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 

7. Claims 1-20 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 
invention as that of claims 1-20 of copending Application No. 10/827,880. This is a provisional 
double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

8. Claims 1-20 of this application conflict with claims 1-20 of Application No. 10/827,880. 
37 CFR 1.78(b) provides that when two or more applications filed by the same applicant contain 
conflicting claims, elimination of such claims from all but one application may be required in the 
absence of good and sufficient reason for their retention during pendency in more than one 
application. Applicant is required to either cancel the conflicting claims from all but one 
application or maintain a clear line of demarcation between the applications. See MPEP § 822. 



9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

10. Claims 5-7, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tee 
(US Pat. 4,909,505). Tee discloses an exercise device comprising a first handgrip 22 and a 
second handgrip 52 or 79, each handgrip comprising a handle portion capable of being grasped 
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by a hand of a user. Each handle portion comprises at least one mounting portion 49,73 or 91 
configured and disposed to removably dispose a guide element 16. Each guide element is 
configured to be removably disposed in the mounting portion and disposed for rotation at a 
corresponding handgrip. 

An elastic element 13 is configured to be disposed as an endless band Mabout a 
respective guide element 16 of the first handgrip and also about a respective guide element 16 to 
permit expansion and contraction of the elastic element between the first handgrip and the 
second handgrip upon performing physical workout exercises. The structure 58 is configured to 
be secured to a door of a room, such that the handgrip 52 is secured to the door. The elastic 
element is an elastic tubing equivalent to THERABAND material. The handgrips may comprise 
hollow cross sections. The exercise device is used for exercise. 

Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Rawlings (US Pat. 2,035,010), Yosef (US Pat. 3,785,645), Weiss etal (US Pat. 
3,815,904), Brown (US Pat. 3,951,404) and Wilkins (US Pat. 5,624,360) disclose exercise 
devices having structure related to the claimed invention.
